Kentucky bein^r a Snuthern State 
with a large percent of its population 
tompriaadof negroea, haa attracted 
considerable attention from tlie rest 
of the States that keep N'ital Statis- 
bies records and which Inve only a 
small percent of ne>rro population A 
resume of the 1915 Vital Statistics 
leoords of Kentucky shows that tiiere 
were 2:s..')4I deatha of white people re- 
corded during the year and 5,ol9 
deaths of negroes. The total estimat- 
ed white population of Kentucky was 
2,115,315 and total colored populat ion 
was 249,970. This^'avea death rate 
of 11.1 for whiles and 22 9 for blacks 
per 1,0U0 population it is very si^- 
iiiticant t^mt the dineaaea of the res 
pi raiory organs are responsible for a 
much lar>;er death rate among the 
colored population than the white. 
The death rate per 100,000 white pop- 
ulation was 144.8 and AM 2 in the col- 
ored for tuberculosis of the lungs^ 
The rate per 100,000 for other forms 
of tuberculosis for white population 
was 20. 1 and for colored populat ion, 
41.6. Pneumonia gave a death rate 
of 89 1 per 100,000 for the white and 
204 5 for colored population. Whoop- 
ing cough gave 8.9 for white and 15.ii 
for the colored population. Intluenza 
or la^rlppe ^ave 19.7 fur the white 
and 38.4 for the colored population. 
Diarrhea and dysenteric diseases, in- 
cluding typhoid fever, afford a strik- 
ing example of the high death rates 
in the colored population, the rates 
per 100,000 being 27 5 for whites and 
49.2 for colored population for typhoid 
Tlie diarrheal and dysenteric diseases 
of children under two years of age 
gave a death rat« of 34 9 for white 
and 41.2 for colored population. Dys 
entery o( people age two years and 
over gave a rate of 14.8 for the white 
and 25.4 for the colored popalatioo 
These facts are of vital importance to 
the people of the State because of tlie 
intimate relation of the colored and 
white population on account of the 
servant problem. The record shows 
that for this irear whieh is typical of 
the prevailing' conditions, there were 
about three times as many negrues af 
tlieted with tuberenloaia aa whites, as- 
suming the mortality rate to be of 
the same severity. A taliereular cook 
in the Itltehen is more dangeroos to 
a family than an uncontined lunatic. 
In the latter case, upon the first act 
of violenee, he would be confined by 
society.

cess to the steeping chamber of the 
family, and the same carelessness due 
to ignorance or indiUereoce leads te 
disastrous results It is well known 
that manv epidemics of l\plioid fever 
have been traced to cooks who pre- 
viously had suffered an attack of ty- 
phoid and who continued to discharge 
from the bowels millioDS of these 
seed of the diaeaae for weeks or often 
monthj. Negro cooks in the matter 
of personal habits have rather unen- 
viable reputations and are espeeially 
dangerous when they are carriers of 
the disease. They are careless of the 
fingers nails or in the matter of wash- 
ing' soIiimI hands and have abundant 
oppoitunities for permitting this 
foul material laden with gerawto 
come in contact witli the food of the 
family. This is especially true iu 
handling milk, whieh to almeat al- 
ways drunk without being sterilized. 
It is well to know that the South has 
higher death rate froof typhoid and 
tuberculosis. Some public healtti of- 
ficials, and people who take pride in 
the land of their birth, endeavor to 
explain this and excuse it bv saying it 
is because of the high percentage of 
the negroes in the- population of tlie 
South and their high death rate. 
This f^oes not lesson the importance 
of the puMie health problem, bat 
rather magnifies it for the reasons 
above given A white man, woman 
boy or girl dead from tf phiM favor or 
consumption, which came from a ne- 
gro infective agent, is just as dead as 
if the diaeaae had not been eentaaeted 
from a white person, and any work of 
Ileal th reform which leaves out of 
conalderatien edneatioo and control 
of the colored population is worse 
than useless and is folly. The death 
rate per 100,000 of white f ram vio- 
lence was 04 8 and of colored. I^^l'S. 
Cancer sliowed a slight increase in 
the death rate of eoiorad population. 
Diphtheria showed a rate of 24 7 in 
the white and 12.8 in the colored pop- 
ulation. Meaaiea showotf a alight de- 
crease In colored population. Pella- 
gra, meningitis and scarlet fever had 
appreKiaaately the aame rate.
